that they leave the State and never come
back or come back only by permission
of the Governor of South Carolina, lie
scatters Bleasisin over the country and
ho gains something else than gratitude,
from tho world beyond hia Palmetto
kingdom.

Still, in so opining we may be guilty
of assumption, of h priori reasoning.
It may bo that in a State where tho

Congress nnd the Constitution.
A recent poll of Congress on tho ques-

tion of revising tho Constitution must
havo proved something of a shock to
tho credulous followers of Colonel
Hooskvelt, the Hon. Hiram Johnson,
tho Hon. Aijjert J. JJevkridoe, the
Hon. Giffoiiu Pinciiox and other deep
thinkers and original reformers who
want tho Constitution umemled early
and often to adapt it, as they explain,
to modern conditions of society. The
poll was corpleto in the sense that
ovrry Senator and Itepresentalive re-

ceived a letter of polito inquiry asking
him whether tho Constitution needed
revision and how much; ami whether,
if tho answer was yes, a Constitutional
convention should bo called.

Kight mem-
bers of Congress, including two Sena-
tors, PoiNDUXTEit of Washington and a
Democrat who preferred to bo anony-
mous, thought that a Constitutional
convention should bo called. Not ono
of tho eight cuts much or a fignro in
Congress unless it Is Mr. Poindkxtkii,
who after all is a minor Progrcssivo
compared with Mr. La 'oia,i:rrE. Tho
other seven were' tho Democratic Sena-
tor who slums tho limelight and Itepre-nentatlv- rs

D. J. Lewis of Maryland,
J. M. 0. Buna of Michigan, William

Kent of California, D. V. Stephens of
Nebraska, It. W. Austin of Tcnnessco
and Theron Akin of New York. Sena-
tor Moses K. Curp of Minnesota, al-

though n shouting Progressive, ap-
peared among tho Btrango
to say. "The complaint has not been
with the Constitution," wrote he, "but
with tho construction of It." Repre-
sentative IOsch of Wisconsin, rated as
n Progressive but not of tho shouting
variety, answered that, aside from tho
income tax and popular election of Sen-
ators, tho Constitution "is still capable
of meeting tho needs or our people."

Tho most unafraid and vehement re-

viser was Dan V.Srnpitr-VSo-f Nebraska,
n Democrat, who maintained that tho
Constitution was "archaio" and pro-
posed a long list of amendments. Of
course he wanted a convention called
- probably right away. Senator Pot.V-pexte- ii,

a representative Hull Moose,
thought tho country had outgrown tho
Constitution nnd that the Federal Gov-
ernment had got out of touch with tho
people. He proposed amendments lilcr-all- y,

but not so manyns Dan Stephknb,
and also called for a convention.

If Congress is truly representative
the Constitution is mora honored at tho
national Capitol than any Hull Mooso
idealist dreamed it was. If Congress,
at least tho House, is not truly repre-
sentative, what in tho world is to be
done itlout it? less than th

of the membership took tho troublo to
concern itself about tho question of
revision, which was the headstone or
the comer or tho Progrcssivo faith.
Kvidently Congress believes that tho
document of the Fathers is not archaic
nnd can bo made to respond to new
conditions by the methods of amend-
ment prescribed, gradual and deliberate
though they are.

Womrn nnd Jury Duty.
In Kansas, whero woman now stands

ut the ballot box tho equal of man, the
rrmarkablo discovery has been mado
that women find jury duty irksome and
try to evade it. They am just like
men ufter nil. There is nothing n man
dodges with such cheerful and con-
scious mendacity as service on a jury,
unless ho is impecunious and in soro
need or the $2 a day which the county
allows Tor his display of public spirit.

The nverago man, employer or em-

ployed, loses his sleep nnd appetite
when he gets a jury notico in his mail.
Ho casts around for some ground of
exemption, and if that door is closed to
him and ho has no back door political
influence ho tries to convince the Judgo
that his business will go to the sheriffs
or that a sordid employer will discliargo
him if he is not released from attend-
ance at tho court, or that his wifo is
critically ill. A man may have a twinge
of conscience when ho swears o(T his
taxes, but ho gloats over the lio that
snatches him from jury duty. Tho dis-

tinction of sitting on a Grand Jury Is
usually another matter. That gives
him a certain social prestige, and his
business can wait. Kverybody has
heard his neighbor rehearse the griev-
ance of being summoned for jury duty

onco in ten years, when other
men were overlooked.

It must havo been with a sort of imp-
ish glee that a news gatherer in Kansas
reported to the outer world how "twelve
of tho most prominent women of

subptcnaed to sit in a jury,
were up in arms becauso this servieo
would interfere with their social duties
nnd preparations for Christmas." Of
course these fair shirkers were among
"the richest women in the State," society
arbiters, and leaders in women's fed-
eration work, and "prominent in the
church." How sympathy wells up for
Deputy Sheriff Edward Wadman, who
"found It practically impossible to serve
subpwiias on sis prominent women
summoned as jurors in tho case of Jim
Blue, to bo tried 'for shooting up' an
intenirban street car." Pompous but-
lers opened the door to him to say that
their mistresses were out of town.

There seems to lie no mention of wom-
en of humble station being wanted as
handmaids of justice. All were wealthy
and socially eminent. That implacable
KansasJudgeisright.of course; if women
have votes they must sit in the jury box
like their equal, man. Hut with nil their
virtues and perfections they nro very
human, too, when the duties of the
citizen chafo an independent spirit.
Woman's introduction to jury duty in
the States where tho battlo for tho bal-
lot has been gloriously won by u spirited
minority will bo a themo for tho comic
fioet nnd tho nimble paragrapher, but
if the women would learn how to de-

ceive a sophisticated Judge by base and
pusillanimous Invention let them consult
the men.

before the Hcrhu Medical Society
ho called attention to tho well known
lact that while the pathogenic or disease
producing properties of the tubercle
bacillus mo potent and Indestructible
in the human body, the curative element
technically called antigen is very sensi-
tive and readily destroyed. Hitherto it
lias been Impracticable to destroy tho
one without removing the other. All
preparations like the tuberculin of
IlonF.iir Koch anil its numerous modi-
fications produce moro or lees reaction,
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usually manifested by fever and malaise,
when Injected under tho skin and
absorbed.

Dr. FntKDMAN announces that ho has
succeeded after many endeavors In
cultivating n raco or tubcrclo bacilli
which aro almost free from tho poison-
ous action but contain the immunizing
qualities that would protect persons
and tho curative propel ties that would
antagonize successfully tho existing
disease. Ho claims to havo produced
this remarkable result by abandoning
tho conventional guinea pig and rabbit
as experimental hosts of tho bacillus
and using the turtle for this purpose.
By selective propagation ho has pro-
duced u strain of living bacilli that am
practically harmless when injected tin-

der the skin of tho human subject, pro-
ducing no reaction, fever or malaise and
imparting Immunity against tubercu-
losis. Hesatlsficd himself bynumcroiifl
inoculations of animals of the innoculty
of this "benevolent" strain of tuberclo
bacillus heforo ho injected it into him-
self.

NEW ENOLASD CHICKEN PIE.
Fend Memories Evoked by Recent Pie of

OM Time Character.
To thk Kditor or The HVU-S- ir; In a

Christmas box that came to tie from kind
friends In New Kngland we received, among
many other good things, a mince pie that
measured fully up to the highest standard
of pie as. In some forms, it la still produced
In at least eome homes In that favored land
In which pie was Invented.

Grand Old Mother or I'ie, we salute thee!
and ae, Joyously, we cat now this umbra-
geous eurvlvet of the mince pie at Its best
our thoughta wander hack, or more accur-
ately speaking, they go straight back, to
another sort of pie the mere memory of
whloh soothes us greatly, and the like of
which, or anything approaching It, wo
have never aeen outside thy hallowed pre-
cincts, the name being chicken pie.

The chicken pie that we used to have In
my younger days In my old New Kngland
home waa made In a large and deep dish
of light yellow crockery with somewhat
sloping flaring sides; that dish always
cornea back to ma with the pie.

They tell me that chicken pie Is some-
times made nowadaya with only a top cmst :

but ours always had a bottom crust aa wo I

as a top cruet, both very thick and very
tender; and I remember that I marvolled,
even in those days, how that bottom crust
could ever get baked, with the pie all filled
with gravy, without getting soggy. Hut
It never did; that thick bottom crust alwnya
came out fine and light, with only Just
enough of the gravy soaked Into It to make
tt rich In spots. And then the top crust
this thick too? Why, that waa knobby,
fairly knobby, with uplifts everywhere
that proclaimed silently pieces of chicken
sticking up from below, tho pie so full of
chicken that It bulged.1

And then when they cut (he pie!
Mm mml The chicken nil tender; every
bit of It; and there waa plenty of it. plenty
And then that thick top crust, dry mid
tender; and you got, to be suro, your proper
belonging section of the bottom crust loo,
in which you found those plsces halt satur-
ated with that rich grnvy, but even such
sections never sticky, doughy, lint still
crumbly; delightfully, happily mlnellnc
And then of this gravy there seemed nti end-
less supply; not merely enough partly lo
soak that flaky thick top crust but enough
to soak It as you wished, most bountifully.

they have n direct relationship to the
business In which the members of the
nssoelntlnn nro encnged, nnd consequently
urn proper subjects for tho consideration
of tho association Itself.

Medical nnd hygienic science in recent
years have made enormous strides both
In the control and prevention of many
forms of disease; yet such, scientific kno.
edge cannot hn advantageously mads use
of without reliable vital ntatl3tlcs. The
samo principles apply as In private busi
ness nffalrs. A merchant cannot advise
as tn the cost of production or manufac-
ture of goods, or ns to the actual present
financial condition, If no hooks of account
havo been kept. This Is so and even
moro so hi the caso of communities. In
Mimo localities the highest mortality Is
experienced from those diseases which
are now known to bo largoly preventable.
Familiarity seems to breed In this can
apathy.

It Is more difficult to get a community
to mako war against some dlseaso which.
notwithstanding Its high mortality, hat
been of long standing than It la to indues
the samo people to take up arms agaltur:
an uncommon dlseaso much less danger-
ous. Ono mild case of smallpox In ah
adjoining county will cause mote alarm
than a dozen cases of malaria, or typhoid
fever In the Immediate community.

If we can by ofllcl.il statistics convince
any community that It Is an unbeaHhful
place In which to live and that such fact
will be common knowledge the Inhabi
tants will apply tho remedy. Publicity
Is the most effeetlvo weapon that can b
employed ; It Is a greater agent In any
reform than mere mandatory legislation.

The committee) recommends that the
association tset aside a reasonable sutr.
to aid In obtaining necessary laws for

tho compilation, registration and pres-

ervation of vital statistics.

V. S. APPEALS RAILROAD CASE.

Several Million Dollars Involved la
Corporation Tax Id titration.

Washinoto.v, Dec. 25. Arguments
will be heard on January 6 tn tho Su-

premo Court of tho United States In the
case of Internal Revenue Collector
McCoach against the Melnhell and
Schuylkill Haven Railroad Company,
which Involves an Important question
relating to thn corporation tax. Solicitor-G-

eneral Uullltt will appear In be-

half of the Government. The question
affects hundreds of cases Involving sev-

eral million dollars of cash.
Tho point at Issue. Is whether a

corporation that lenses its property
has to pay tho Federal corporation
tnx upon the rental which it receives
for its property. In the case of ths
railroad company the Commissioner of
Internal Revenue has compelled the
payment of the tax. A number of de-

cisions In thn United States Circuit
Conrts of Appeals have been unfavor-
able to the- Government's contention
and tho Government appealed to the
Supreme Court for a final determina-
tion of the question at Issue.

The Melnhell nnd Schuylkill Havsrt
Railroad Company leased Its property1
to tho Reading Railroad for 559 years
at an annual rental of $262,000. The,
railroad company declined to pay the
tax upon the rental It received. The)

Government contends that If a cor
poratlon does any business whatever,
no matter how imall, It Is aubject to th
tax.
